After the 
eads are removed, the 
lower buds push and form 
the sprouts, and these need 
to be carefully cut away 
as fast as they fr large 
enough for use. If left on 
too long they burst and lose 
their beauty, and then are 
apt to suffer from wet and 
frost ; though, on the whole, 
this is one of the hardiest of vegetables, and even in the 
climate of London it has never been known to fail. 


Climbing Rose for North Wall. 

Cheshunt Hybrid is an excellent red rose for this aspect, 
also Gloire de Dijon. Both of these roses continue flower- 
ing during the summer and autumn. Two good fast- 
raves climbers from the non-perpetual rose are Flora and 

'élicité-Perpetue. The former has charmin 
double flowers of a fair size, and it has also beautiful 
reddish wood and foliage; the latter is perhaps the 
loveliest of white climbing roses—each flower a perfect 
little rosette. These are rather quicker in growth than the 
first two named, and for a short time are objects of great 
beauty when well devel and in full bloom; but their 
season of bloom is very fleeting. 


A Heating-Barrow, 

At one of the shows at the Agricultural Hall in the 
early sp a contrivance similar to the one of which I 
give an Illustration was shown me. At. the time I was 
unable to give much attention to the subject, but having 
since being asked by a correspondent to furnish him with 
pere of a heating-barrow, I looked up the maker's 
London agent, and found that the appliance is a very 
handy one. Anyone using varnish or paint for general 
outdoor work on the farm will find such a barrow exceed- 
ingly useful. Varnish is, of course, applied cold, but gas-

tar preparations should always be applied hot to iron- 
— ete.; hence the vast utility of such a barrow. The 
front compartment holds tools, fuel, etc., and the back 
compartment carries an iron three-gallon pot, with fire- 
grate underneath. My correspondent, who is a village 
wheelwright, wi'l certainly find such a barrow of the 
greatest utility. Ihave sent him the name and address of 
the maker, and shall be pleased to supply other corre- 
spondents with similar information on hearing from them. 


Arranging Cut Flowers. 


The arrangement of cut flowers for the adornment of 
the house appears to be, as a rule, little understood. 
Very often flowers, individually of the greatest beauty, are 
wedged together in a glass or vase so tightly as to be 
almost unrecognisable, no regard whatever being paid to 
harmony of colour or to suitable foliage for forming a 
setting to the blooms. Wherever possible, flowers ought 
to be arranged with their own foliage, nnd only one kind 
ought to be used in the filling of the glasses or vases,
